New YoBK, Jan. 13, 1863. 
Ih <i» Bm. O. Godfrey (hmAtr, Mayor, 
and Frtriim ti <ke fliffiirfpnin 0/ 
Bealth: 

Dear Sir: In obedience to your request 
of this date, I have visited the barracks in 
j tbe Park, and present the following report: 
Tbe barracks on the Broadway are four 
hundred feet long, by thirty feet wide, un- 
der tbe charge of Capt. Hicks, who has 
three aseisteats to keep it clean. This is 
used as a sort of boarding bonae or hotel, 
for the rariona aoldieis in their transit 
tbroogb tbe city to end from tbe seat of 
war. At tbe preaent time eight hundred 
men are accommodated there, independent 
of the Provoat Guard, who occupy tbe 
lower portion of tbe barracks, and tbe 
number of which I could not ascertain — 
The building ia uot constructed with suffi- 
cient regard to ventilation in cold weather 
or meana of warming; and aa they have but 
three asaiaUnts. it is impossible te keep it 
clean, with eight bandred men tramping 
oat and in with aaow and mad opon tbeir 
feet. 

It wonld require at leaat fifty men to do 
jastice to tbe place; and in eamp, onder 
military discipline, it would take the whole 
eight hundred, as each man woaM be com- 
pelled to police hiaown quarters, as should 
be done, but here they are aimply boarders 
or guests in hotel, to be waited on and cared 
for, instead of caring for themselves, and 
as Uie anperiotei-dent baa no control over 
tbom, and aa there ia an entire absenee of 
military discipline, some of the eompanlaa 
Iiaving 00 officers at all, as a matter of 
coarse the building is mach more dirty 
than it ahould be, but is kept aa neatly as 
can 'he done onder the circumstances, with 
the amount of force employed; and unless 
the soldiers are compelled to police their 
qaartera. the same as in oamp, it will re- 
qoire, instesd of three assistants^ at least 
fifty, and tbeee, by consunt labors oronld 
not mosa than dn the wmrk in muddy and 
wet weather. 

Betwees these barracks and those on the 
Park Row aide, are arranged tbe water 
closets, which were constructed for summer 
use only, and of course are entirely unfitted 
fer thia cold weather, and absolutely re- 
quire an entire reconstruction, as they are 
now constantly frosen up. 

In tbe Park Row aide a small room for 
the eSeer in oharge and ^ madieal atten- 
dant is cot off Crom the foworeemer of the 
bnildiag, embmefi^ oae-half ite width and 
epeniag into the barracks. 

Immediately behind this room a part ia 
partitioned off, which tbe doctor very pro- 
perly denominated the pen. This pen is 
fifteen feet wide, twenty feet long, eight 
feet high to tbe peak, and eight feet to tbe 
eaves, boarded npon three sides tightly, the 
fourth, which faces ia the barraclu. directly 
opposite an immeaaeatove. which is heated 
to a red beat, ia eeparalcd by elate four io- 
dee wide, and plaeed three ioebea apart 
Io this fifteeo by twenty there is not a 
bench, or stick of wood, or anything to ait 
on, not even a poat to lean against, except 
the four perpendicular sides of the room. — 
There is not even straw to cover the floor, | 
as ahog or horse would have; but tbe accu- ' 
mulated filth of many mooihs is the only \ 
thing that aeparatca tbe Inmates from the ! 
nekd floor. In tbiapea are ooofined at the 
present lime eixty-one men^ aad tbe officer 
in charge informed me tint lie had at one 
time aa many as seveoty-seTso. Some of 
tbe men have been there from tbree to four 
months. They are thus imprisoned for 
various military offenses breach of disci- 
pline and desertion — all huddled io this 
cummoo pen, sick and well together. A
